Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1) Applicant argues that Kotas does not disclose 
a predetermined query and predetermined visual configuration. This argument is not correct and has been repreatedly addrssed in the 
record. See the final office action, page 2, discussion of claim 1 , as well as page 5 in the first and second paragraphs of remarks. (2) 
. Applicant also argues that the final office action "ignores" the limitations for claims 2 and 3. This argument is not correct. Each of these 
claims are addressed in detail in the final office action. See pages 2-3 of the final office action, where both claims 2 and 3 are discussed 
explicitly. Also see the third paragraph of remarks on page 5 of the final action, where the details of claim 2 are further elaborated (3) With 
respect to claim 7, applicant argues that Kotas does not disclose a data repository which includes the results of an executed query which 
is then queried by a predetermined query. This argument is not correct. The data repository in Kotas is the source of for all data in search 
results. Accordingly, it includes the "results of search queries" because the data used to produce those results derives from the repository. 
Stated another way, there is no distinction (in the present claims) between "data in a repository" and "results", because the results are 
compsed entirely of data from the repository. 
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
